Learn
about the volcano in southwest Idaho that
blanketed the north central area of Nebraska
with glassy volcanic ash 12 million years ago,
how this catastrophic event resulted in the
death of much of the wildlife, and how their
fossil remains were discovered and continue
to be researched.
